He implied that any disagreeiacnt which SAlstod betteon him- 
self and the COI resulted from a policy originally ectaolished by the 
President in which the areas of inte''-est of the Itockefeller 

group and COI were defined* In his efforts to interpret t/iis policy 
he had, he stated, incurred Colonel Uonovan' s ill wiU. He went over 
this matter in some detail and related the old stoiyr of how it was 
Colonel Donovan's idea that in a total war it was iiaposuible to define 
areas and that therefore he had to have representation 

in South America. I then indicated that even thoi*gh Colonel Donovan 
might have had this idea originally, nevertheless I was certain that 
once the policy bad been established. Colonel Donovan had restricted 
his activities accordingly and had sincerely complied v/ith the majority 
judgment in this policy. Eerie then went into a rather lengthy and 
rambling narration of how this policy of area restriction was booked 
up nitiJ the activities of the British and other countries in the 0. S. 
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Colonel Qooo\'an 




He stated that "no red blooded Amurioan want:, to feel tha» 
country, be it neutral or eneniy, is maintainint; a spy service in tne 
Uulted Spates". He stated that he knevi as a certainty tliat the oritish 
and others had maintained a secret service in the United utates nhlch 
had for it i purpose to spy on U. S. officials. They also spied on the 
rejaresen .o.'.ves of other countries in the U.S. Vihen they carried tnis 
to the extent of planning the assassination of the president of a friendly 
country „ khey felt that that had gone too far and that it bad to be 
stopped. He added that if they wished to deal in tnis way with neutral 
countries such as Spain and Portugal, etc., it naturally didn't make 
much difference, but obviously they should not be pennioted to plan such 
aclilvities against friendly countries through agents in this country. 

He then reverted to the Latin American situation and stated 
tbait it was his belief that any misunderstMdisg in regaru to our having 
agents in Latin America was a hang-over resulting from 7/allace Phillip's 
former connection with the Navy. I stated that this was obviously one 
of the causes of the misunderstanding and that those few remnant con- 
nections of 7{a31ac« Phillip had been liquidated as rapidly aa possible. 

He referred to the South Amei'icah situation, and I stated that 1 was 
fairly close to Colonel Donovan, attended his staff meetings, was familiar 
with most of the operations of many of the sections of COl, and 1 cer- 
tainly HooLd have known of ai^r COX agents in South America, had there 
been any. Hr. Berle eald "Hrll, I believe that the South American situa- 
tion has been satisfactorily cleared up."

(e) In the event of invasl<xi of the continent of Europe ty our troops, and like- 
wise AS we retake ground In tee Pacific ores, this cadre ccold assist in effective 
liaissn with the underground armies of the subjugated nations, or with other forces 
which may be raised, and in pronoting our objectives in reconquered areas. 

(f) Finally, it may prove a decisive advantage to have available iimaedlatiely on 
the C'jaclusloi: of hostilities a pool of such men - capable, disciplined, hardened by 
the rigors of campaign, possessing first hand knowledge of cocditlons in countries 
to te.lc!h they have been asalgnod, as well 4s a sure understaudlng of their languages 
and peoples. Hhatever our most pi'essing r^ap^islbilitlee nay then be in the oanduct 
of oar foreign relationr, the services of^iisuch experienced personnel should acid 
■ouch to their effeotiva 3e>l:dtioa.

could be eu.pected to possess the necessary liinguage equipnent. It would a..! 
be possiblJi, in my opinion, to give them such training as would make them 
effective Intelligence agents in battalions operating in American force.<! in 
China if this contingency occurs. 

I have asked Pettus to put his plan and a statement of his facilities 
in the form of a memorandum 'which I will subinlt to you within a few days. 
This lettej* of advice is preliminary to a more exact report.

Subjactt Argument for the Offensive 


March 9, 1942 


Participated last night in a discussion of this topic at "California CouncJl 
Table*, conducted weelcly by Mr. Stuart Ward. Present were General Paul B. Malone, 
General Sweeney, Captain Mayo, D.S,N., Commander Beardsley, Mr. Norman Thomas, 
and myself. Discussion followed the normal lino of historic review in support 
of offensive action as the only way in which wars have been won in our history 
or any other. But as to whether we are so far realizing the doctrine of offensive 
strategy 3 jx this war, opinion was dl’rtded. At least, my own opinion was widely 
separated from that of the others. 

old friends, Generals Malone and Sweeney, for whose soldierly experience 
and qtjnlitles I have the highest respect, both warned that we must guard against 
public pressure to do anything precipitate and uni.lmelyj that we are not prepared 
and must not assume the offensive until we ere pre'paredj that we had made very 
splendid progress up to date and must not Jeopardize this progress by untimely 
action and defeat. In my view this was sheer comjlecency, the thing we are 
adjured at the present moment to guard against as a people. 

The popular- preesiore that drove McDowell into defeat at Bull Run through 
the fact that he was not ready was referred to as an example to be kept in mind. 
Neither side was ready at Bull Run. It was not decided because one side was 
better prepared than the other, but by appearance on the battlefield of Stonewall 
Jackson and the Vall'sy Efcigade. It was a pure tactical victory, achieved at the 
very moment when it looked like a Union success. I suggested tbjit if we were 
looking for examples out of the early period of our Civil War we could find another 
of even more significance. This illustration was George B. McClellan. McClellan 
is today recognised as having been a very able manj s superb organizer; a coaanand- 
er who won and ratalned the confidence and enthusiasm of his troops; not a bod 
strategist; able to pl^in a well-oonoelvad nilitary movement like the peninsula 
campaign. There was nothing wrong with McClellan except that he was George B. 
Kcdellaa, He could never satisfy himself that him-forces were sufficiently 
ready; never would appi-eoiato or admit that he had great superiority of numbers. 

Hie estimates of the opponent were uniformly highly exaggerated. Only roluotanfty 
could he bring himself to take the risks of combat and even where it succeeded, as 
at South HouBtalin and totietan, he could not folloir up success. 

Now our great imnMfdlate danger is that at some point along the line we are 
Ma Clsl li Bi -lsed and, an I view our situation, the fault does not lie in any lack 
of hsrolsB or rstidinsss to take fighting chances in omr common soldiers.

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seem quiet and unmoved, the best explanation that I can find for ^.e that 
in their greet oonoem over the disaster of the last three months they do not 
find anything vhlch In their private capacity tiiey can do. All fields of usual 
private endeavor which give a release to the pent-up fervor of a nation at war 
have been oomjiletely talten over by Goveimmentol agencies. These agencies are 
naturally Jeal.ous against intrusion into their fields of duty. They do not want 
the private citizens encroaching upon their activities. This leaves practically 
nothing for tlie civilian volunteer except, as has recently been rsmarked, to pay 
taxes and offer no complaint. 

I believe that today, the 96th day of our pertiotpation in this present war, 
was also the 96th day of war in 1898 with Spain, and the very day upon which 
Spain capitulated and sought for psaoo. There Isi an amazing, almost ine^licable 
COTtrast between that wat with Spain and ovr present war. The war with S^^ has 
been generally belittled by American writers. There have been some recent foolish 
books on the sublaot which misrepresent it completely. Never was our nation _ess 
prepared for war than in 1898 as far as organized forces wore oonoeraed, except 
that we had a small but good battle fleet. Yet, of all the wars we teve ever 
fought, our war with Spain was a short war, 101 days in length, md the most com- 
pletely successful. It was the one war which from the very s+art was conducted 
upon an vmhesitating and unremitting doctrine of the offensive. It opened with 
Dewey's penetration of Manila Bay and the complete destruction of the Spanish 
naval power and the capture of the naval station at Cavite. Having no naval 
base whatever in the Far East, Dewey did what only a resolute ^d aggressxve 
commandoT could do, he took the risk of Corregidor and Manila H^bor and wrested 
a base for hla fleet from the enemy. He immediately followed this action by recom- 
mending a oor.tlnuanoe of the operation ty the dispatch of troops that wo^d capture 
the city of Manila. Somehow or other, wl.thin that 100 days eight e^ditions, 
mostly Cff hastily organised regiments of volunteers, left San Francisco harbor 
for Manila.

General David P. Barrows 
Subject: Japanese in California 


Have had informing conversations with Wr, H. C. Van Pelt and with iir. Robert 
B. Hawley, of the F.B.I. The latter was sent to this coast by reason of bis 
acquaintance with the Japanese language, etc. He is the eon of f/r. Harry F» 

Hawley, present Consul General at Marseilles and long in the Embassy and Consular 
Service in Japan. Mr. Robert Hawley and. his brothers were educated in part in the 
Japanese schools of Nagoya. 

1. There have been no overt actions by Japanese in California as yet, but 
there is a considerably held belief that such actions have been delayed because 
a wide, organized oo-nspiracy among Japanese is waiting for the opportune moment, 
probably raids upon this coast by the Japanese naval and air power. 

However, the F.B.I. officers here i-ell me that they have found no evidence 
as yet of any such organization or conspiracy, and I think the soundest view is 
that if actual or potential leaders who are pro-Japanese can be taken into 
custody there will be quite insufficient leadership to organize anything of 
this kind. The great body of Japanese are of a relatively hianble station and 
would probably lack the resolution and the intelligence to originate a popular 
act of sedition. 

2. Of the 93,000 people who are Japanese or of Japanese parentage in Calif- 
ornia, about 30,000 are first generation, or Ishei, and legally are enemy ^iens, 
while over 60,000 are native born and constitutionally are United States citizens 
if they have not forfeited the privilege. To deny them the rights of citizens I 
judge would require court proceedings showing that they had, for example, served 
in the Japanese Army or taken an oath of allegistnce to the Japanese Emperor. 

There is no certain Information as to how far actions of this kind may have gone 
with them. But there are about 10,000 who are described as Kibei, that Is, young 
Japanese, both men and women, bom here of Japanese parents, who, over a period of 
a good many years, were sent back to Japan to complete their education. Their 
parents* motives may have hsen two: First, a desire to have their children educated 
In the itapanese language and culture} and, second, the relatively greater economy 
of educating ttiem in Japan rather than in California. 

Investigators here draw a considerable distinction between Japanese who as 
children ware sent to Japan for education before 1931 or thereabouts, and those 
scdt subsequently. Those educated in Japan, of whom many completed the upper 
middle, schools, equivalent of our secondary instruction, imbibed liberal ideas 
and even near— Communist ideas, and perhaps even still represent a Leftist attitude 
In the group in this state. Those who were sent as children to Japan after 1931 
and particularly those who returned to this ccamtry between 1935 and 1941 are 
such more thoroughly Imbued »dth the present "totaliUrian" or pho-Axis attitude 
of the present Japanese regime. They are largely pro-Japanese in their 
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feelings even as to the present wax*, and, in some cases, they are ready t^j 
avow It. The Klbei are the most maladjusted of all Japanese In California. 

Their Japanese education separates them from American educated Japanese, 
they feel superior ty reason of their Japanese training, and yet, speaxlng 
English loss well ond being loss adjusted to American life, they do not suc- 
ceed so well as American educated Japanese. Most of them are engaged in the 
rather humble occupation of crop picking or small agriculture, althouxh a few 
of them have found employment in benks and Japanese houses «here their better 
knowledge of Japanese recommends them. Among the 10,000 iCibel in this state 
there is a considerable proportion of women, althoigh It probably does not 
amount to half of the number. Many of the Kibel have been drafted into the 
United States Army where at least their initial service wap satisfactory arid 
promising. The life seems to have gratified them, and they are said to have 
appreciated its democratic character and the equality of opportunity held out 
to them. Whether this condition has remained so fortunate since Deceiober 81.h 
is doubtful and merits investigation. 

In conversation with Mr. Van Pelt as to the actions and policy of the 
F.6.I., he stated that up to the present (February 28th) no evidence had been 
secured that would amount to probable felonious aotloi^and that no Hisei or 
native-born Japanese man or women had been taken Into^stody. About 383 
Ishel, or Japanese bom in Japan, had been arrested through the discovery that 
they held forbidden anas or materials In their possession or had been communloab- 
Ing with the enemy. The statement was made that the regulations of the Federal 
B*ai'eau of Investigation do not permit the arrest of a Japanese who is an American 
citizen without evidence of probaWe guilt. Such limitations do not affect the 
activities of ti've F.B.I. as regards the aliens, and if evidence of wrong action 
Is found they can be turned over to the Immigration authorities without legal 
adjudication. 

3. Inf].uence and attitude of Buddhist churches. Unfortunately, there 
seems to be no accurate information as to the number of Buddhist churches ani 
Buddhist priests in California although all having responsibility for the 
Japanese situation appear to distlnjfuish between the reliability of Buddhists 
end the reliability of those who belong to the Christian churches. Many of the 
Kiboi belong to clubs, possibly pro-Japanese, which seem to meet in tlie build- 
ings of Bud^ist worship. 

There is in this state, has been for some time, a Japanese-Amerlcan 
Citizens League. Its leaders smd prominent members are University graduates 
and members of the State Bar. This is true of the President, Mr. Kido, and 
of Mr. "Mike" Masaoka. Their announced purpose has been to protect Japanese 
who are citizens in their rights, and to protect Nisei in their property and 
other rights, and they doubtless feel that they are subject to dlsorlmlnatlon 
In Uislness, occupation, and acquisition of property. While I have considerable 
acquaintance with Japanese who have graduated from the University, I have no 
acquaintance with this League. There is informed opinion that the leaders 
are personally ambitious and disposed to seek personal gain out of their 
leadership. 

4. State of public opinion. Down to recent years when our relatione 
with Japan wore etoadlly approaching a orlsis and war, there was very little 
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Views as to the actual dangers which the Japanese population present 
differ very widely. There is a conservative opinion which holds that the 
danger is slight and that the popular clajnor is largely due to hysteria or 
envy of the Japanese in certain economic positions. On the other hand, 
there is the campaign of the Mayor of Los Angeles, who is a respectable and 
highly regarded nan, based upon the proposition that there is no safety for 
the Coast unless all Japanese, whether foreign or native-bom, arn removed 
to the interior. 

The decision of the Commanding General Fourth Army and Western Defense 
Force has not been published, though it is expected shortly. The General 
furnished the Governor of the Stats and the Director of the F.B.I. with a 
preliminary sketch exhibiting a line passing north to south through the state 
along the course of the Sacramento and San Joaquin Rivers and including the 
city of Fresno and all of Southern California west of the Sierra Kadres, 
which the Army must regard as a theatre oi operations and from which all 
elements ol‘ doubtful patriotism should be evacuated. 

Whatever the Commanding General's decision may be, I think it will 
receive practically unanimous support and that 'he concentration of this authority 
in the Commanding General is welcome and has reassured the citizens of the state 
as a continuing distribution and fragmentation of authority had previously 
disturbed th«n. y

Again, as Pbto develops *e great parallel bt.tween society 
and *e mind — ^wbich has shaped so many societies and so 
many minds— how many noPce *at Socrates says, "We shall 
never reach the tro* *is way"? Tl.is b a paivltei, a figure 
of speech which is perp«*tially necessary, not an argument. 
The modem sociologist is apt to lake his own arguments ro 
seriously *at he overlooks Plato's analysb of me*od and 
his hints *at in "*ese things" even a Glaoccio — surely the 
best audience that any man could ever hope for — must be 
content wi* parallels. On *ese and many o*« fundamental 
points *e temptation to write yet fur*er aunmenlacies is 
irresistible. I have indulged it by putting what I have to say 
aliout "dblectic," and much else *at is central here, into 
my How to Read a Page, which is published wi* *i$ and 
is in its bttet parts jnsi: some more of *ose "footnotes to 
Plato" of vrfiidi, as Wlliitehead said, "Western philosophy 
consists." 

"The Republic," as it stands in *e Engtirh veuions of 
tlie best scholars, is ineffective today for the very teamns 
which have made it effeitive in Plato's Greek, 'The main lines 
of its *ought become lost among *e qualifications and 
pteparations and *e poUtc and (to *e Gr«k) persuasive 
indirections. 

The very famiharity, too, of some of *« ideas preveits us 
from* seeing *eit evetlasting novelty. Thty ate like our 
hands and feet; only tow and *ea do we realize them and 
how much *ey do for us. Of all media which could guard 
us from thb awakening shock, a translatot'.i English which 
ntfempts to follow *< Greek meticulously in minor detail 
and social tone b the most absorbent. Plato » style deployed 
endless esequbile devices for meeting attituiles and expecta- 
tions in hb readers wHch sprang from *cit miliea These 
attitudes and expeetttions never arise in us ^ we have oiir 
own. A dummy discourse in English does not meet *an, 
however well it is trained to ape *e alien delicacies of *e 
Greek. Nfor does it help us in taking wfat Plato ^d to 
.heart. Versions in nineteento-eentuiy idiom did help fte 
nsneteen* centuiy to realize itself. Today ihey haw the tm- 
canny effect of making Plato seem mid- Victorian.

S»*Kcrs Report on Conversation with David Bowes-Lyon and 
Walter Adams. 




I called on Bowes-Lyon and Adams at David's 
ra 4 uest yesterday afternoon and had a long conversation 
witii them. David was very anxious to be filled in on 
organizational changes in this country and I gave him 
a comprehensive and obiectlve picture of the sitiiation. 

I gathered that he was anxious to maintain 
contact with us and to cooperate in psychological warfare 

work. 


In the course of the conversation, I mentioned 
casually that Phillips had cabled Saturday an account 
of a conversation with EcLeish and Jim Warburg (Jim 
Ifurphy phoned me at home about this cable) which disturbed 
as slightly. I told David that according to this cable, 
Warburg and HcLeish were apparently trying to convince 
Phillips that the 088 should not have any contacts in 
England with PWB except through the London Office of OWI. 

Z explained that while the London contact with 
CfWZ would probably b* their principal one, tlaere would

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certainly be a number of matters arising from time to 
on which direct contact between OSS and PWE would be es- 
sential. Bowes-lyon agreed with this in principal and 
said that as far as he was concerned personally, he 
throught it very important that he should be kept informed 
of any propaganda activities involving cooperation with 
any branch of the British Government which OSS might uiader- 
take. I said to him that I thought the only way he 
could be kept informed would be by maintaining direct and 
official liaison with us in Washington, and that the same 
principal should apply in London as well. He agreed on 
-ooth counts. I told him further that I did not think the 
responsible authorities at OWI had ever instructed Warburg 
and McLcish to insist on exclusive liaison with PWE in 
England and that they would be repudiated by Davis ancL 
Sherwood if a showdown developed on this point. 

Bowes-Lyon seems somewhat worried about the 
attitude and activities of SOB in this country. I told 
him that SOB seemed very anxious to maintain direct contact 
with OWI and Vice versa, that I did not think this asso- 
ciation was of great importance or benefit to either 
party but that as far as we were concerned, I felt that 
you would probably regard this as a problem in which we 
haV. no interest. Our 5ob was to work with all British .^d 
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iimerioan services connected In jmy way with psychological 
warfare and we refused to allow ourselves to be involved 
in any departmental quarrels or Jealousies, British or 
itaerican. We did not propose to tell 80E what American 
agencies they should or should not deal with and we did 
not think anyone should try to tell PWli what agencies they 
should deal with or not deal with. David said he thought 
this was a very sound position and corresponded exactly 

to bis own.

If you decided that you wish to have p 03 ts_^ln each of 
t'le other four ports, I would then consult with uoneral 
VanDeman and assist him in seourins suitable representatives 
to submit for your final Judgment, 

I would like to make a number of assumptions for your 
consideration: (1) that foreign intelligence from enemy- 
controlled ardas will now be reduced to a trlctle. Travelers, 
students, returning diplomats and businessmen, and Immigrants 
will be few; (2) I assums that on the West Coast yo^ mission 
has materially changed although I believe the need for your 
organization has definitely increased, 

I think the mission now is one of liason with the general 
situation. With tact and judgment, I think tne right repre- 
sentative can perform a very useful service. Like a good
